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Dear Alumni: 

The new year has started off well. There are 385 students, which does seem 
to be well over the old limit of 350 which we used to give as our absolute max¬ 
imum. The answer is that we have added a junior kindergarten, for four-year- 
olds, which has 25 pupils and two teachers, so we are not much bigger than we 
were in the other 13 grades as before. We also have 12 new teachers on the staff 
- half of them from the armed services overseas - so our proportion of men tea¬ 
chers is much increased. 

The greatest gaps in our ranks, of course, are caused by the absence of Mrs. 
Childs and Mme. Parker. They have been with us for so many years that it is very 
strange to be carrying on without them. Mrs. Childs’ new status is due to the fact 
that she reached the retirement age, so she and Mr. Childs have purchased a trailer 
and expect to wander wherever the spirit moves them across the country. Mme. 
Parker is on the faculty at Columbia University in New York. She seems to be 
enjoying the life in the big city, but she also shows signs of having twinges of 
home-sickness for Winnetka from time to time, so we have not lost all hope of 
persuading her to come back to us some time in the future. 

Probably the change that is causing the greatest comment among the alumni 
is our return to free lance athletics by withdrawing from the Private School 
League. As many of you have asked about this step, I think it would be well for 
me to tell you in this letter how we happened to do this and what is back of it. 

As many of the more recently graduated among you know, the Private 
School League has been adding to its numbers very considerably. The policies of 
the League were determined by the coaches and athletic directors of the schools 
involved, and schedules were made out by the League and then given to the 
schools to play without the administrative officers of the schools being consulted. 
This had resulted in undue hardship on some of the smaller schools, and partic¬ 
ularly on schools like ourselves that were preparing the great majority of our boys 
for college and so had to keep up a high standard of scholarship, in and out of 
the football and basketball seasons. 

Moreover, with our policy of athletics for all and not undue emphasis on the 
members of the varsity team, we were handicapped in competition with schools 
whose entire athletic program was focused on the few members of the varsity 
squad, and who placed great emphasis on League Championships and post¬ 
season tournaments. It began to appear that matters of educational policy were 
becoming jeopardized by the decisions of the league coaches alone. 

The whole problem came to a head last spring when it appeared that, due 
to war-time changes and other causes, such as being too young, four or five boys 
who had entered our school from other schols during the war were going to need 
a fifth year in order to meet the requirements of our diploma. They would be, 
therefore, full-fledged members of our Senior Class, taking, in every case, the 
full senior program, and only one of them would be even 18 years old. Accord¬ 
ing to the ruling of the League, however, they could none of them take part in 
Varsity athletics because they had attended high school for more than four years. 

I felt that this was unfair to the boys, although only one of them could 
possibly be called a natural athlete, and he was a basketball player weighing only 



148 pounds. Nevertheless, they all very much needed the stimulus of trying for 
the regular team with the others, and to bar them from this because of their past 
slowness in their studies (or poor preparation in former schools) seemed unfair. 
I proposed, therefore, to the League that they set up a committee on eligibility, 
such as has been established in the Ivy League in New England, which would 
consist of faculty members, rather than coaches, from each of the schools in the 
League, and that this committee determine each case on its merits, so that any 
boy who was a regularly enrolled member of a school, taking the full course of 
study, and meeting its academic requirements, could be allowed to participate fully 
in the regular athletic program. Exceptions were to be made, of course, if, either 
because of age, maturity or weight in great excess of the other boys on a team, 
a student should actually be a menace to the health of the others. Such a case 
would be extremely improbable, but if a 20-year-old Marine, weighing 210 pounds, 
who had been a pugilist before the war, should matriculate at one of the League 
schools, he would naturally be barred from playing. It seemed to Doc Anderson 
and me that, where schools knew each other well and did not have reason to 
mistrust each other’s motives, such a committee could handle all cases of eligibility 
as easily and fairly as is done by the committee at Harvard, Yale, Princeton and 
the others in the Ivy League. Moreover, in all the eastern prep schools no boy is 
considered ineligible for varsity teams because of having to take five years to 
meet college entrance requirements, and we did not feel that our boys ought to 
be given any less opportunity. 

But the League did not agree. During the discussion of the question, I got 
the distinct impression that several of the schools did not altogether trust each 
other, and felt rigid rules were needed to prevent unfortunate practices creeping 
in. 


After being turned down on this point, and because of general dissatisfaction 
with various tendencies which we had noted with misgivings, (not the least of 
which was the squeezing out of our schedule of all non-League games, partic¬ 
ularly that with our old friend Milwaukee Country Day) Doc Anderson and I 
decided to withdraw entirely from the League and to work out our own schedule. 

At once both Chicago Latin School and Francis W. Parker School notified 
us that they were in sympathy with the stand we had taken and that they hoped 
we would include them in our schedule. Some attempt was made by a few League 
members to force them to boycott us, but when these two schools made it very 
clear that they would not stand for any such interference, the suggestion was 
withdrawn. We owe a great deal to these two good friends for standing by us 
so loyally. They are both on our regular schedule, of course. 

We also tried to schedule a game with Milwaukee C.D.S., but their schedule 
was already filled, so we will have to wait until next fall for the pleasure of re¬ 
suming our football contests with them. We had dropped them from our schedule 
two years ago with great reluctance, but the League did not allow us room for 
them in the schedule they had required of us. This was one of the matters which 
first raised the question of whether or not membership in the League was really 
an advantage to the School. We have always continued our basketball and base¬ 
ball games with Milwaukee, League or no League, but now that we are out of it, 
that matter will be much more easily handled. 
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We have arranged to add the Detroit Country Day School to our basket¬ 
ball schedule this year, which should prove interesting and good fun for they, 
like the Milwaukee boys, speak our own language, as it were, and are the fellows 
we will meet later on at college. Many of the schools in the League had very 
little in common with us in this respect. In the same classification and promising 
the same type of enjoyable contact, is the football game which is scheduled for 
the 1947 season with the St. Louis Country Day School. 

It has been a decided benefit this fall to return to the freedom of working 
out our own athletic program, without being required to conform to schedules 
or policies of which we did not fully approve. The team has been the best we 
have had in years, and has won all its games to date. But best of all is the fact 
that the boys once more enjoy playing, and their revived spirit has permeated 
the whole Upper School.

Dear Alumni ; 

In our complex society, almost everything has to have a legal identity. The 
School is an Illinois non-profit corporation. The affairs of a corporation, with 
some exceptions, are conducted through its Board of Directors. Since Mr. Smith 
looks after educational policy, the Board concerns itself mostly with the School’s 
finances and with general policy. 

Finances are administered through a budget prepared under the direction of 
the Treasurer. The budget is a statement of estimated tuition and other income for 
the year and of estimated expenses for teachers’ and other salaries, fuel, repairs, 
interest and many other items. The purpose is to keep the expenses within the 
School’s income. In that connection, an important function of the Board is to fix 
the tuition charges. 

Meetings of the Board are attended by the President of your Alumni Associa¬ 
tion and by the President of the Parents’ Association. Each reports on matters 
of interest within his field. 

The most interesting part of each meeting is the report of the Headmaster. 
Through him the Board is advised of the current trend of the affairs of the School 
and of educational trends in general. 

We like to think of the functioning of the Board as an illustration of de- 
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mocracy in action. The Board, chosen by the parents from the parent body, 
administers the School they have voluntarily selected for their children and for 
which they have the financial responsibility.

Dear Alumni: 

I am very pleased to have the opportunity of writing to you. It has been most 
pleasant to keep in touch with North Shore through the Alumni Bulletin. I think 
the editors of the Bulletin and the officers of the Alumni Association are to be 
heartily commended for the fine job they are doing. 

Back in February of 1942, while boning up for examinations (Yale) in Times 
Square, I saw a “Get Your Wings of Gold” poster. Realizing that the Navy would 
not have much of a chance against the Nippons without me, I beat down the doors 
of the recruiting station at 120 Broadway and told them to wheel out a Corsair. 
Their reply was to send me out to the cornfields of Iowa to run around an obstacle 
course for three months. 

After a stop at Glenview, Illinois where I considerably aged three unfortunate 
instructors, I was sent to Corpus Christi, Texas. One day a cockroach walked off 
in my navy blues so I had to find a new ensemble. I came across a pair of blue 
pants with a red stripe down the side, and was told I could become a Marine upon 
purchasing same. Thrilled at the prospect, I became a Marine. 

Having stopped at Jacksonville, Florida for a time, I was next sent to Cherry 
Point, North Carolina (playground of eastern Carolina). There the Marines oper¬ 
ate a base in the middle of a large swamp. I was introduced to a large goose with 
two fans (a Mitchell). I then got a cordial invitation from my boss to visit a 
Pacific equatorial isle. 

There we existed on Hormel’s products, dehydrated tasties and battery acid, 
while the Nippons (70 miles away on a similar isle) ate steak and eggs and drank 
saki. Word eventually came that the conflict was over; they tossed in the towel 
and w r e came home. 

Back in the states, I was sent to that swamp again. After much dickering I 
induced them to part with my services. This done, wife, self and Bous, Jr. loaded 
our belongings into the chariot and set off for New Haven to get rehabilitated. 
This accomplished, a chance letter to a friend in San Francisco got me two very 
happy results: a house and a job. Out we came in March of this (1946) year. 

I am the most junior of boot instructors at the University of San Francisco, 
a delightful school of about 1700 students. I am teaching French and History, 
while doing graduate work across the bay in Berkeley. 
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We like it out here immensely, and are particularly pleased to have visits 
from Winnetkans, and North Shorites who happen to find themselves out this way. 

Visibility in San Francisco is severely restricted, due to a heavy mist, some¬ 
times called a fog. The sun can be viewed however by making an expedition north 
or south. It sometimes gets chilly here, but the natives (the few that there are) 
look down on you if you wear an overcoat. When people here say they are going 
south, they do not mean Dixie, they have in mind southern California. Los Angeles 
is of course sneered upon by local populace. 

San Francisco is rich in tradition and color, and those of you who have been 
here know that it is really a grand city. Come on out and see us some time.

Dear Alumni: 

I am living in an interesting place, though what I am doing is just about 
what I should be doing if I were living in Winnetka - marketing, cooking and 
mothering. Marketing takes less time because so many things are rationed - on the 
principle of “fair shares for all”, so the household’s butter, meat, sugar, etc., come 
automatically in fixed amounts every week. Of course we queue up in great excite¬ 
ment to get our rare ration of oranges (two pounds a piece in the past six months) 
and bananas (children only), but there plenty of those two British staple foods — 
potatoes and cabbages! Cooking takes more time. Very few British kitchens are 
arranged to Save Steps. Ours is no exception — the crowning horror being the 
“scullery”’ which is where the sink lives — in another room! There are practically 
no ready-made foods available — such as biscuit mixes, canned soups, etc., or 
frozen things. There are now dried eggs and dried milk — tremendous blessings— 
but they take time to reconstruct. Mothering is just the same as anywhere except 
that my six-year old daughter is trying hard to teach me to speak English the way 
they do at school. 
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My husband is Under-Secretary of State for Air and has a very busy time of 
it. It looks mostly like all work and no play for him but now and then there is some 
fun to see. Today is one of the times: the State Opening of Parliament. We both 
drew tickets for it, and I am writing this in the Royal Gallery at the House of 
Lords as I stand waiting for the King and procession to come by. The whole thing 
looks a perfect stage-set —beefeaters and guardsmen in gorgeous scarlet uniforms 
with gold lace, white gauntlets, clanking swords, and plumes in their helmets. 
Bewigged judges with ermine capes over their scarlet robes. It all makes me think 
of Gilbert and Sullivan at N.S.C.D.S. The King will come by and go into the 
House of Lords where he will read his Speech to the new session of Parliament. 
As always, the Speech was written for him by His Majesty’s Government, so 
His Majesty will be proclaiming the socialist programme. That is why it’s exciting 
to live in England. The forms are old, and the content is new. 

If only they could do something about the climate!
